WASHINGTON The heat is on the Senate to undo the economy cuts voted by the House 
BUREAU when it finally got around to passing the big appropriation bill. 


MAY 20, 1950 The House savings are moderate—$1.5-billion from a $30-billion spend 
ing bill. But part of the cut is from a rider paring personnel funds of most 
departments and agencies 10‘;. That is what the fight is about. Personnel 
cuts are the most painful of all. 


The government pressure technique is persuasive. Word has been 
passed that 200,000 workers would be let go, mainly in state offices of gov- 
ernment bureaus where layoffs would hamper projects that most senators 
are interested in. 

The Senate will restore most of the funds. This is not too important in 
itself, for the amount isn’t tremendous by budget standards. The significant 
thing is the power of the government lobby. It can block economy, especially 
when the President is opposed to cuts 


NLRB Counsel Denham: Unions are pushing to get him fired, now that 
Congress has refused to reorganize the board to kill his job. But Truman is 
reluctant. Firing would assure a bitter Senate fight over confirmation of a 
successor. And, besides, Denham is thinking of resigning late in the year

Other Truman reorganization plans face congressional veto. The tipoff

Truman isn’t turning tail on his Fair Deal (page 26). Any thought 
that he might back down to appease his party dissenters can now be dis- 
missed. His “purge” plea at Chicago makes that clear. 

Here’s what he’s offering the voters, IF they will only give him a 
House and Senate that he can control next vear: 


City folk—lower food prices, by ending food price supports. 
Farmers—high income, supported by Brannan subsidy checks. 
Public power advocates—more TVA’s, especially in New England. 
e Minorities—a compulsory fair employment practices statute. 
e Labor unions—repeal of the Taft-Hartley act. 
e Unemployed—fatter compensation for a longer period of time. 
e The aged—bigger pensions under the social security system. 
e Small businessmen—easier credit through banks and RFC. 


e Everybody else—government medicine, paid for by payroll taxes. 


Cost of this program is never mentioned. It would run into many bil- 
lions, of course, and would push the annual deficits higher. 

But note this Truman attitude: A balanced budget is desirable, but only 
if it can be obtained without abandoning any of his big projects. 


The Republican retort to Truman, by Taft, is that the Fair Deal pro- 
poses a socialistic “handout” state, with big spending that will bring on an 
inflationary boom and then a demoralizing bust. And that, the Republicans 
taunt, is why Truman can get no more than half of his own party in Con- 
gress to support key parts of his program. 

The campaign this fall will be the hottest and bitterest in years. All the 
signs are pointing in that direction. 


What are the chances for Truman’s program? It won’t pass this year, 
and it probably won’t next year. But Truman thinks it is geared to the long- 
term trend in this country. Urban areas are gaining population, which 
means political strength, at the expense of nonurban areas. Urban people 
are security minded, and they’re inclined to look to government to provide 
the “security.”” Truman is convinced he has the popular side on all issues. 
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Early seedlings for Aimerica’s farms and gar 
dens need s-t-e-a-d-y warmth. And what gives 
steadier warmth more economically than glow 
ing coals? I hat’s why coal has long be en the pre 
ferred fuel for America’s greenhouses

The machinery that is being set up is about as expected (BW-May13 
‘50,p119). There will be (1) an executive committee to handle Atlantic Pact 
rearmament; and, (2) an economic planning staff to coordinate western 
trade policies. 

The details stiil have to be filled in. That will be done between now 
and the end of the year. But already the U.S. is committed to some extent 
to a permanent economic as well as military alliance with western Europe 








Acheson had a double objective when he went to London: 

(1) To take the initiative away from Russia in the cold war. (Also to 
get the West better prepared, in case of the worst, for a shooting war.) 

(2) To get the economic policies of Europe and the U.S. geared 
together in advance of 1952, when the Marshall Plan ends. 








If Acheson’s plan is to work, the U. S. will have to make some more 





sacrifices 


For one thing, the American contribution to European rearmament will 
go up as Marshall aid dwindles away. Then there will have to be further 
concessions on tariffs and perhaps on shipping, too. 

But don’t imagine that Acheson is planning a giveaway. He aims to 





open up the European market again, thus keep world trade at a high level 
Then, of course, there’s the fact that a strengthened western Europe will 
act as a shield for the U. S.

does now. 

Today, the U.S. subsidy to Japan roughly equals what it costs the 
Japanese to quarter MacArthur’s 120,000 U.S. troops. When a peace 
treaty is signed, American forces come home. And a Japanese army of 
the same size won’t cost nearly as much to maintain.

Japanese trade is only a tenth of prewar. Textiles, the big prewar 
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item, is down by two-thirds. What's more, U. S. and British textile men are 
in Tokyo now trying to check too strong a comeback in Japanese textile 
exports. 

Greater self-sufficiency will do something to offset the loss of exports. 
Japan now is growing almost 85% of its food, as against 80% prewar.

A new Anglo-Japanese trade agreement is coming soon. But U. S.

Now Japanese businessmen want to try their hand. But U. S. officials 
believe they will find their prewar contacts have disappeared—been replaced 
by a bureaucracy that has little interest in foreign trade.

Add these bits of evidence to the China trade picture: 

The Shanghai pilots association has been allowed to go out of business. 
Pilots at Tientsin are closing up shop. Most officials of the old Chinese 
customs service have been fired. Together, these groups made possible 
the thriving prewar trade along China’s coast. 

Thus an economically isolated Communist China seems to be in the 
cards. And that means that policymakers in Washington and London may 
have to make another downward revision of the trade potential in China
